erecting "safe drinking water" signu 
near those which contain water gafe 
for the traveler, if necessary to ute 
water from unmarked wells, Im- sure 
that a modern pump with a tight 
head which keeps out (onlamiuatlng 
din and dust, and a properly cou 
structed concrete platform and curb 
protect the water inside It is 
Important from a health standpoint 
that the traveler patronize only those 
roadside stands and markets which 
are clean and sanitary.
